bur for asking for a glaſs of Sack. 

Man. You were mentioning his Charity 
to the Poor too 3 is there any thing of rea- 
lity in that? 

Paſt. For my part, I never heard of one 
g00d Ak he has done in the whole courſe 
of his Life: ſecret Charity is the moſt me- 
ritoriOus, *tis true; and perhaps 1t may be 
that way he may communicate his, for in-

Practices and Proceedings ; and withal pro- 
duces a large Caralogue of the Names of 
feveral confiderable Perfons he has utterly
